Today's text is suggested by Rev. C. J. Mackay, St. Andrew's

When it became apparent, at the end of 1930, 
that the depression was world wide, and not merely 
temporary, Canada faced two alternatives, It could 
deflate the value of the dollar and maintain wages 
and prices in Canada at their former levels or 
somewhere near those levels. Or it could maintain 
the gold value of the dollar and let wages and prices 
go slithering 

It chose the latter course. What has happened 
since had to happen, and the process will have to 
go on until there is either a change in our mone- 
tary policy or an improvement in world commodity 
prices. 

One of these two things may check the down- 
ward drift of earnings in Canada. Nothing else can. 
We are in the course of deflating everything else in 
order to the value of our dollar in New 
York. The drop in railway wages is only the latest 
item in that program 

It is better that these essential facts of the situa- 
tion be frankly recognized and faced courageously. 
Barring a reversal] of our “sound money” policy or 
an upward movement of world commodity prices, 
we are heading straight for the “good old days” of 
the ‘nineties, when a carpenter worked through a 
ten-hour day for the standard wage of one dollar.

A lover of the sea sends in a picture of the full 
rigged ship “Barnscliffe” under full sail. He asks if 
this wasn't the most beautiful ship that ever sailed 
the seas. 

Every sailor knows the most beautiful ship that 
ever sailed the seas, just as every mother secretly 
knows the name and address and identity of the 
most beautiful baby. But a better authority than 1, 
Wiluam Frederick Wallace, author of “In the Wake 
of the Wind Ships” says the Earnscliffe was a truly 
magnificent craft, Maitland’s best contribution to 
the largest vessels of square rig type 


Canadians will recall that Earnscliffe was the 
Ottawa residence of Sir John A. Macdonald, Can- 
ada’s first premier. The vessel of that name was a 
three-masted ship, carrying skysail yards on all 
three masts. A painting of the vessel under full 
canvas, once in possession of some Edmonton people, 
was the subject of a lawsuit. The court awarded it 
to the son of Joseph Monteith, builder of the craft 
Joseph Monteith of Maitland helped make Nova 
Scotia famous as the birthplace of famous clipper 
ships. It is a safe bet that Joseph Monteith was 
an admirer, if not a sup~orter of ‘Sir John A,” Her 
skipper was a Mackenzie, so the seagulls wouldn't 
follow her very far.

Prof. Adam Lectures 
On Pre Raphaelites 
In England In 1848 


Professor James Adam gave the 
second of his series of four lec- 
tures at the Y.W.C.A. on Tuesday 


evening. His subject was the Pre- 
Raphaelites 

By Pre-Raphaelitism is meant a 
movement begun in England in 1848 
by Dante Gabriel Rossetti, Holmau 
Hunt and John Millais. This little 
group championed by John Ruskin 
had a strong and a far-reaching in- 
fluence on the art of England and 
of the continent 

The aim of this Pre-Raphaelite 
Brotherhood was to take the in- 
spiration of these Italian painters 
who painted before Raphael. The 
characteristics of their art were 
piety, fidelity to nature, and con- 
scious craftsmanship. Their method 
is the direct antithesis to impres- 
sionism 

Poets and artists oppressed by the 
materialism of the age sought in the 
ideals of the old Italian painters 
an escape into a worid of romantic- 
ism and spirituality 

They painted illustrations of 
Shakespeare. Sir Walter Scott. 
French novels and Greece, and went 
back to the inspiration of former 
times 

The first picture by Giotto, “The 
Flight into Egypt”, shows simplic- 


| ity and frankness It is one of the 


earliest of the Madonnas. It is a 
frescoe painted on a wal! 
In Botticelli's “Madonna of the 


Magnificat”. “Birth of Venus” and 
other pictures we find the rrvetic- 
ism of the middle ages combined 
with the pagan delight in bodily 
form and linear rhythm *Prima- 
vera” is a poem and has no connec- 
tion with reality 

Uccello’s “Battle-picure” is a re- 
markable con:position with glowing 
colors. It is a decorative picture
